12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name 


3. QUESTIQN: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: Qne that does not Include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTIQN: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. It there have been no changes 
In the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
film name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new stafemenfs? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in tiling and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form Is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 81/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or Informa¬ 
tional purposes.

6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately.

‘Freeze’ the Spenders 


Measures to control inflation do not extend to govern¬ 
ment spending and taxation. Property taxpayers, judging 
by news reports, have been hit by record levies and the 
legislatures are scraping the barrel to find new .sources 
of revenue for ever-iarger spending programs. At the 
federal level, there has been no “freeze” on politics as 
usual and spending is usual. 

While private citizens, who do the producing and the 
taxpaying, are asked to accept restraints that must ulti¬ 
mately curb productivity and discourage the earning of 
profits from which taxes are paid to support government, 
no halter of any kind has been placed on runaway, in 
flation-brei'ding, high-living government. It is difficult to 
see how inflation can be permanently controlled unless it 
is controlled at the source until there is a “freeze" on 
the spenders. 

Capitol Cockroaches 

Frustrated housewives may take some small comfort 
from the announcement that even the U.S. Capitol in 
Washington has an ungovernable problem with cockroaches. 

Try as they may, the Capitol architect’s office - - 
even with the help of outside professional extermina¬ 
tors can't get rid of the pests. The old building has 
so many nooks and crannies, false walls and ceilings, so 
many miles of conduits, that just reaching the roaches is 
an almost impo.s.sible problem. 

An official in the architect’s office has said that 
“the only way we could really get rid of them would 
be to seal off the building and fumigate under pressure.” 

There no doubt have bi'en times during the history 
of Congress wlien some partisan observers of legisla¬ 
tive processes have felt that would be a very good idea. 

It might be contingent upon us to admonish some 
of the voters to please be more careful in the future about 
using their vote more wisely. From the sounds of some 
of the remarks made by some of our elected officials 
the cockroaches are probably, by far, not the biggest 
menace in the halls of the Caiiitol. 

He Never Says Die 

H. Bruce I-'ranklin says a lot of things, but he never 
says die. 

The self-accredited Maoist radical professor who was 
fired from Stanford University, not for his words but 
for his leadership of student violence, says he is going 
to take his case to the court. His expulsion, first Stan¬ 
ford professorial firing in 70 years, came by a 20 to 2 
vote. The two dissenters were, predictably, the two young¬ 
est members of the board. 

Franklin’s ouster had been recommended by Presi¬ 
dent Richard W. Lyman and a faculty board with good 
reason. However deplorable his routine rantings may 
have been it was his effort to bring the university to 
a halt by any moans that made the ouster essential. 

As Robert Minge Brown of Hillsborough, chairman 
of the trustees, put it: “We are all concerned with the 
preservation of academic freedom. The right to express 
any opinion has always existed at Stanford and always 
will.” But, he added, the trustees have “some sort of 
obligation to permit the institution to operate.” 

Franklin and his two young board supporters made 
the usual charges of “political” firing and the damag¬ 
ing effect it will have on the right of dissent. But Presi¬ 
dent Lyman put it clearly and succinctly. 

The dismissal decision, he said, was a landmark, 
“difficult but essential” in order to “distinguish between 
the protected free expression of ideas, no matter how 
repugnant to how many people, and a license to wield 
any weapon and exploit any opening to attack and bring 
to a halt the functioning of one of the greatest strong¬ 
holds of free expression in the world — the American 
university.”
